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1. The attached PRO Part II on GARBOHYDR^TS was prepared 

almost in its entirety by jr Z2 prior to departure, 

and has been altered only slightly by the undersigned where additional 
information has become available from the Rear files. 

2 . Since the writer is now meeting CARBOHYDRATE regularly, 
it is planned to supplement this FRQ in the immediate future by a 
detailed progress report to bring both COM and EE up to date on the 
latest developments in the case.

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37. A perusal of the Rear files indicates that CARBOHYDRATE was first contacted 
■circa May of 19b8, and there is a Military Government iragebogep apparently 
prepared around March of 19b8. The first document to Contain any specific 
detailed information on CARBOHYDRATE is FRQ Part I*, prepared by C- 

3 , and forwarded in MGBA 3960 (lb May 19b9)* Further information 
contained in subsequent dispatches (notably MGBA 7699 (10 Jan $ 1 ) and 
MGQW 13873 (2b Apr 52)) simply corroborates the fact that CARBOHYDRATE 
has been active on. our behalf since May of 19b8, 

38. No problem can be foreseen in turning him over to any German-speaking 
case officer. 

39. By virtue of his education, CARBOHYDRATE is opposed to the Communist 
regime in the East Zone of Germany, where he resided until January 1953. 

He further appears to owe us a considerable degree of loyalty, having 
enjoyed our financial and material support since May of 19b8, and it 
was upon our specific request that he went to the East Berlin police 
when the unified Berlin police was divided into two separate groups. 

To no small extent CARBOHYDRATE'S motivation is based upon his financial 
dependence directly to KUBARK, via BOB, and indirectly through CADROIT. 

b0. All agencies in Berlin;'" EuCCH, GD0PAI, CCH (MGKA 9606 ), have been cheqked 
and no derogatory information has been forthcoming, BDC check was nega- 
tive. When he departed from East Berlin to resettle in the West, he sub- 
mitted to the normal rigid refugee screening at our specific request. 

During the course of his processing, he was interviewed by representatives 
of other allied agencies, and subunit ted that he had been employed by 
CADROIT during the period he was active in the East Berlin police. No 
derogatory information was subsequently forwarded to CADROIT by any of 
these screening agencies. 

bl. CARBOHYDRATE has been in our employ since May of 19b8 and is presently 

4 ; heavily dependent upon BOB for rental allowances and other evidences of 
continued support, such as occasional supplies, gifts and even additional 
monetary subsidies when the occasion warrants. To a lesser degree there 
does exist a certain ideological control, but the material facet of his 
loyalty to us is predominant. He also knows full well that he would have 
a difficult time obtaining a new position in West Berlin or West Germany 
if we were to black-list him with the authorities. 

b2. Subject knows that he is working for an unidentified intelligence organisa- 
tion which has its headquarters in Washington. He may be inclined to 
believe that we are affiliated with 0D0PAL.

52. CARBCHXDRAIE 4s most interested in sports, especially soccer and ping- 
pong. Concerning his personal habits less information is known, but 
in his discussions with various ca$e officers, it has cone out that he 
drinks and smokes moderately, cannot afford the luxury of a mistress, 
and probably wotad not do so even if he could. The Only form . of gambling 
in which we know that he indulges is the weekly TOTC pool, based upon 
the outcome of a given number of soccer matches and involving individual 
participation in the amount of 2 EM (West). 

53. Subject appears to be basically honest. He is an apprentice-lawyer 
( Assessor ) by profession and possesses many of the characteristics of 
the - typical German civil servant ( Beamte ). He comprehends the meaning 
of security and so far we have nothing dero gatory to report in this 
respect. He is reliable, carries out our instructions, and is amenable 
to direction from the case officers. 

5k* As previously stressed, CARBCHTDRA1E is materialistically inclined. If 
he were to be approached by representatives of another intelligence 
service,' he would probably report such an action to us, telling us tfiat 
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he had been offered and in turn expecting a similar .offer from us. 
However, we doubt sincerely that he would sell out even if offered 
double his present salary, and it is witv-n the realm of possibility 
that he would continue to work for us e if he received a position v
